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FOREWORD 


Tribal development in the country has been vitiated due 
to presuppositions, -ft is generally taken for granted that 
tribals are in the periphery of Indian society and outside the 
Indian psyche. It is also assumed that the tribals need protec¬ 
tion and they must be integrated into the Indian main stream. 

Scholars and administrators alike believed in the 19th 
century that the tribals either had no language or had limited 
languages. It was said, for example, that so:ra language had 
only 700 words. The term ‘culture of silence ' came in handy 
to reinforce the above notion. 

Tribal languages are neither easy nor are they incomplete* 
Structurally they are as complex as the known major langu¬ 
ages of India. They express all the nuances of tribal life and are 
capable of expressing any aspect of modern life if put to such use. 

The Central Institute of Indian Languages which has a 
major programme of studying tribal languages in all their 
psycho-social relations, has decided to produce a grammar, a 
dictionary, a volume of folklore and learning materials for 
children and adults in each language with a view to etablish- 
ing bi-directional communication among the tribal and non- 
iribal communities. 

The present Angami-English-Hindi Dictionary is the 
second to be published in our dictionary series. By providing 
Hindi and English glosses an attempt has been made to 
simultaneously expose the Angami speakers to both the 
ollicial and associate official languages of the country. We 
hone that the non-Angami speakers who will have occasion to 



EDITOR’S NOTE 


The tribal people in India have for long lived in isolation 
except to be exposed for exploitation. They have not partici¬ 
pated to their benefit in the socio-economic development of the 
country. To come out of their isolation, it is necessary for 
them to learn the language of the majority people around them 
and a number of them have done so. But this bridges the 
communication gap only in one way.and the whole burden of 
building up this bridge is carried by the minority group. It is 
necessary, however, for developing mutual understanding and 
good-will, to increase bidirectional communication between the 
tribal people and the majority people, of the region. For this 
purpose, the majority people, especially those who come in 
contact with the tribal people for various reasons such as civil 
administration, security, social service, trade, etc., should learn 
their language. The dictionary, which forms part of the 
package consisting of phonetic reader, grammar and 
instructional materials, is prepared to help them in their learn¬ 
ing of the tribal language. 


The preparation of a dictionary in a tribal language is an 
important step for the codification of the language. Keeping 
this in view the entry in the tribal language is given in the 
script suggested for it. It, is followed by phonemic transcrip¬ 
tion to aid pronunciation when the script is not based on 
Roman. The meanings are given in the language of the State 
where the tribal language is spoken and in English and where- 
ever possible, also in Hindi. This will help the literate tribal 
people in their learning these languages. The dictionary is 
followed by appendices of special lexical classes in the language 
in some cases.

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INTRODUCTION 


1. Note on the Language 

1.1 Angami Naga, phonemically dnganii naga is a language 
belonging to the Naga group of languages of the Tibeto Burman 
family. It is spoken by a population of 68,522* (all-India figure 
in the 1971 census) mainly in the Kohima district of the state 
of Nagaland. Kohima village, atop a hill and overlooking the 
Kohima town, the capital town of Nagaland is the biggest 
Angami settlement. 

1.2 Broadly, Angami may be said to have three dialects: the 
Kohima dialect considered the standard, spoken in and around 
Kohima village and town, Khonoma dialect, spoken in and 
around Khonoma village to the west of Kohima and Chakr'u or 
Chokri formerly called Eastern Angami, spoken in villages like 
Chazuba, Puriiba etc., to the east of Kohima in the Phek district. 
There are systematic differences among these three dialects. 
A categorical three-dialect classification w’ould miss the mark, 
for the language varies almost from village to village, because 
ofthe inter-village animus that was harboured and the resulting 
feud which naturally told on the density of communication. 

1.3 Ura Academy, a native agency for developmental efforts 
in Angami has initiated a number of moves to develop the 
language. It publishes books on various subjects in Angami. 
It conducts various courses of different levels for proficiency in

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Angarai. The text-book production branch of the Education 
Directorate at Kohima under an Angami language officer 
publishes books in Angami in different subjects for educational 
purposes. 

1.4 Angami is taught as a subject up to SSLC and functions as 
the medium of instruction in all subjects up to 6th standard. 

1.5 The first serious attempt at an Angami-English dictionary 
seems to have been made by Haralu who published Angami- 
English dictionary part 1 in the Journal of the Asiatic Society 
of Bengal vol. 29 1933, which was edited by J. H. Hutton. But 
this contained a bare 1000 entries. The Angami-Hindi-English 
dictionary published in 1971 by the Nagaland Bhasha Parishad 
contained 3000 odd entries but bristles w ith quite a few loop¬ 
holes. The Angami-English dictionary by RtizhUkrie Sekhose, 
expected to see the light of the day shortly, presumably has 
some of the loop-holes that the Bhasha Parishad dictionary 
mentioned above, suffers from (see footnote on page no. x) 


2. Note on the dictionary and the entries 

2.1 The present dictionary is a trilingual, pedagogical diction¬ 
ary, the target languages being English and Hindi. It is based 
on the standard Kohima dialect. 

2.2 The body of the dictionary is followed by four appendices 

1. Words grouped into semantic classes 

2. Ready reckoner of commonly used and culture- 
specific sets of words 

3. Compound words and 

4. A list of prefixes and suffixes with examples. These 
subjoined appendices are an attempt to give an idea 
about word formation and categorisation of semantic 
space in the language, which will be useful to the 
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active users of the language. The entries are in 
modified Roman script and are arranged in the pan- 
Indian order of alphabet, viz ; u, ui, a, i, ie, u, uo-*k, 
kh,-~c, ch, j, t, th, d, ts, dz, p, ph, b, m, pf, bv, y, r, 1, 
f, v, w— (at the end of the introduction a phoneme- 
alphabet correspondence chart is given). The tones are 
ordered from high through low and are symbolized as 
(Giridhar 1980) :

Phonemicisation of Angami and a suggested modification 
of the prevailing script have been discussed in Raviudran (1974). 
Tone markings in this dictionary are only for pronunciation 
and are not suggested modifications for the current Angami 
script. 

2.3 An entry consists of the Angami word, its grammatical 
category and the English and Hindi glosses (with their gramma¬ 
tical gender) in that order. The abbreviations used with their 
expansions are :

2.4 Among the phonologically identical forms with unrelated 
meanings or homonyms, function words follow words with 
(high) lexical content. An attempt has been made to keep the 
categories as generic as possible. Thus, aux. will subsume tense, 
mood and aspect markers. All kinds of pronouns, viz., interro¬ 
gative, personal etc., are brought under ‘pronoun’. Particles 
will include intensifiers, interrogative particles and so on. 
Although case markers are also postpositions, they are consider¬ 
ed different categories because they differ in lexical content. 
Subordinators are subordinate clause markers. Whenever a 
particular word cannot be glossed in terms of a denotatum in 
the non-linguistic world, a meta-linguistic statement has been 
resorted to, as in the case of function words. Thus it will be 
found that the meaning of ha is given as 'a particularized or 
the meaning of ndie given as ‘a response-elicitor’. It is obvious 
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that ha does not referentially denote a particularizer, but is a 
partieularizer. 

2.5. Angami has classifiers which are prefixed to certain classes 
of words. These prefixes are dropped in certain contexts. Thus, 
umhi means ‘eye’. The prefjx u- is dropped in the phrase ‘my 
eye’ -a mhi. Similarly, tefu means ‘dog’ and te is deleted in the 
phrase, our dog -hieko fit. Although the citation forms are the 
forms with these classifiers, separate entries have been made out 
for the full, autonomous form (i.e., the form with the classifier) 
and the truncated, contracted or mutated form (i.e., the form 
without the classifier) because the reader may not keep track of 
the different contexts in which these deletions occur. Thus for

instance, two entries will be found for ‘dog’ : 1. tefu and 2. fit 

or for ‘father’, 1 . apud and 2. pud. This is also justifiable in^ 

another respect, namely, that a reader who comes across tifit 

and does not realize that it is bimorphemic will not find it in a 

✓ / 

dictionary which includes only fit and not tefu or vice versa. 

2.6 If a particular set of words is easily predictable by a rule 
in the grammar, they will not be found in this dictionary. 
Thus tshu ‘flesh’ added after any word denoting an animal will 
give the meaning,‘the meat of ’ the concerned animal. There 
will not, therefore, be any words in the dictionary to denote 
veal, pork, beef, venison etc., just as there will be no words in 
the dictionary to denote beauty or length, for example, since 
both can be predictably derived by prefixing ke~ to the respec¬ 
tive verbs viz. zhivi ‘to be beautiful’ and cha ‘to be long'. 


This incidentally is one of the drawbacks of the Angami- 
Hindi-English dictionary (of the Nagaland Bhasha Parishad), 
viz., that the dictionary includes predictable words. Another 
gaffe is that it includes .non-lexicalisations e.g., sanyii mo ‘to 
neglect' p. 112, the phrase meaning ‘not give respect to’. 
Furthermore, tone is not marked and the arrangement of the 
entries not systematic. 
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But, if, on the other hand, a simple rule cannot generate a 
set of forms, then all of them are entered. Thus adverbs like 
pevi, peshuo will find a place because pe- the adverbializer can 
be added not to all verbs to derive adverbs. Similarly pe- the 
causativizer cannot be added to a predictable set of verbs to 
give causatives. The dictionary, therefore, lists all causative 
verbs with tne prefix pe-- 

2.7 Whether a word is a case of polysemy has been decided 
largely (i) by going by the native speaker’s intuition and (ii) 
by the degree of relatedness of the meanings. Thus zh means 
both ‘be big’ (in a physical sense) and ‘be great’ (ie. in a non¬ 
physical sense) There will, however, be only one lexical entry 
for za with two meanings (i) to be big (2) to be great, because 
the two are closely related. In fact, the latter is a metaphorical 
extension of the former. On the other hand, the homophonous 
forms with totally unrelated meanings or homonyms, (the 
unrelatedness being decided by the native speaker’s and my 
own intuition) are treated as two different words with two 
entries, shuo means both ‘to be ill’ and ‘to be bad and will 
have two entries for these two meanings. 

2.8 Cases of homophony across grammatical categories wil 
be considered as two different words as is usual in lexicogra¬ 
phical practice and hence as two different entries. 

2.9 Transitive and intransitive uses of a particular verb will 
also be treated as two different lexical entries. Verbs which 
are lexical transitives with pro-forms prefixed to them will be 
considered transitive although they do not take syntactic objects. 
mhatsii ‘eat’, thenusu ‘to rape’ are cases in point, mha in the 
first example and thenu in the second are pro-objects which are 
dropped when the verb takes a syntactic object. They are 
considered transitive because of the pro-forms of objects that 
are prefixed to them. Verbs which have objects as part of their 
semantics and only optionally take syntactic objects are consi¬ 
dered transitive because they do lake syntactic objects, albeit 
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optionally. That is, deletable-object verbs are considered 
transitive. In illustrative terms, 'eat’ in both ‘I ate’ and ‘I ate 
prawns’ is considered transitive. 

2.13 With some verbs, what would be intransitive in English 
would be transitive in Angami as languages lexicalise meanings 
in surprisingly diverse ways. The wide difference in the way 
Angami and English lexicalise meanings can be gauged by 
looking closely at the way the glosses have been written. Thus, 
pfhe- (vt.) is glossed as ‘to wait for’ and not as ‘wait’ to signify 
the fact that Angami lexicalises what would .in English be a 
phrase -a verb plus a particle, pfhe is transitive unlike its 
English parallel. 

2.11 The parenthesis which comes at the end of some glosses, 
will enclose either a subject or an object depending on whether 
the verb is subcategorised as vi or vt. To exemplify, in the 
gloss ‘to bend (as body)’ whether ‘body’ is - the subject or the 
object of the verb ‘to bend’ depends on whether the verb is 
subcategorized as vi or vt. If it is verb transitive, it denotes 
the object. On the other hand, (as of body) will signify the 
subject when the verb is transitive. 

2.12 When the meaning of an entry is explicated in different 
words, they are set off by semi-colons. But if the meanings of 
an entry are considered related but distinct, they are numbered 
1,2... The order is usually but not always guided by frequency 
of occurrence. It does not reflect on the etymology or history 
of the word. Sometimes the word denoting the physical sense 
comes first followed by the m;taphorical sense like in the case 
of za 1. to be big 2. to be great, that was discussed earlier. 
Sometimes, the numbering signifies nothing except that the 
different meanings are considered conceptually related as, for 
instance, thezu 1. iron 2. metal. The order could well have 
been the other way round.

The above is the dictionary order of the alphabet. Note 
that the Angami entry is in phonemic writing. Since the lone 
case of consonantal aliophony in Angami viz m — nj / -ii, 
therefore, will be represented throughout by m, the phonetic 
realisation in this particular case is given immediately after the 
entry for the benefit of the native speaker. That is, wherever 
the phoneme m is phonetically nj the labiodental, the phonetics 
of the entry follows the entry, rq is represented by mv as it is 
in the orthography.

APPENDICES 


General Remarks : 

There are four appendices. The first will com¬ 
prise words which denote further particularized 
conceptual distinctions in a semantic demain in contra¬ 
distinction with English which would by and large 
mark the semantic class by only one lexicalisation. 
This specialisation in a conceptual field is of two kinds : 

(a) where the specialisation is purely semantic e.g. 
included-object verbs, verbs lexically marked for the 
direct object. Typically these have a superordinate 
term with its hyponyms. (b) where the specialisation 
is marked by a morpheme, which is otherwise a free 
morpheme e g. pekhri ‘to kill with something thrown, 
with a missile* pe means ‘to shoot’, while khri is a fossi¬ 
lized morpheme with no independent occurrence. 
Further, lexical items of class (a) can co-occur with 
other relevant syntactic entities. Included-object verbs, 
for instance, can take syntactic objects, albeit redun¬ 
dantly. Lexical items belonging to class (b), on the 
other hand, can not co-occur with the relevant syntactic 
entities. An included-instrument verb like dukhri ‘to 
kill with sword or log of wood’, for instance, with the 
fossilized prefix du-, can not occur with an instrumental 
phrase like ‘with sword’. A manner-incorporating 
verb can n >t cooccur with a manner phrase. Lexical 
items of (a) are both verbs and nouns while those of 

(b) are only verbs. 
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Appendix 2 is a kind of ready reckoner and lists 
words for ready reference. It is of the least linguistic 
interest (along with some in the first appendix eg. kinds 
of basket) among the four appendices. It consists of 
words descriptive of male and female traditional dress, 
kitchenware, village organisation, words relating to 
death rites, Angami months, units of measurement, 
colour terms and numerals. Appendix 3 will list 
compound words and Appendix 4 prefixes and suffixes 
with examples.
